World’s Water 


- Power Grows 


Washington, July 8.—A Govern- 
ment geological survey reported to- 
day that world water power has 
grown 278 percent since 1020 and is 
atill ' increasing, espectally In. the 
United States and Russia, Tho sur- 
,vey sald that tho shortage of obs, gas 
and coal and price increases in those 
commodities “make water power op- 
pear more desirable than ever.” 

It reported that the total capacity 
of tho world’s water power plants 
at the beginning of 1948 was 
86,900,000 horsepower compared to 
23,000,000 in 1020. It sald this in= 
crease is “very large” for the period 
and “appears to. be continuing, 
taking the world as a whole.” 

The survey said that thcro has 
been “practically no increase” in the 
United States during the last two 
years, but 1948 und the ; following 
years will see on ‘increase of 1,000,- 
000 horsepower annually. It .sa 
hat Rudgsia. wos “reported to be 
building many now plants, some of 
large capacity.”"—United Press.
